17. A decal or temporary tattoo having a clearly demarcated geometric 
and predefined shape and dimensioned to sjrostantially cover the area of a 

3 reflective location on the cheek at whicjr incident direct or indirect light is 

4 likely to be reflected into the humai^eye, said temporary tattoo or decal 
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5 being non-toxic and having an exterior, wbdnrapplied, surface of non-reflective 

6 colored and finished material sufficJient to substantially eliminate the reflection 

7 of incident direct or indip^t light off the human's cheek into the human's eye.
